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City Council lets bids for 
construction of new hangar 


The Elba City Council mecting 
Monday night was short - lasting less 
than an hour. Two members - Cleo 
Hawkins and John W. Sharpless - were 
absent, Hawkins due to his wife's 
illness, and Sharpless being out of 
town. 


Two bid openings were the main 
order of business with both being 
related to the airport. Bids on 
construction of a 60 X 60 maintenance 
hangar were opened and a low bid of 
$27,477 from Andalusia Development 
Company was accepted. The only other 
bidder was Southeast Structures of 
Luverne. 


Bids on the concrete for the concrete 
floor of the hangar were opened with 
Elba Concrete being low bidder at 
$46.50 per cubic yard. There were two 
other bidders. 


Operation of the city swimming 


pools was discussed by the council. 
Mayor Bob English told council mem- 
bers that Recreation Director Dennis 
Smith had received an offer to lease the 
river pool for the summer. Mr. Roland 
Powell, who has operated the pool in 
past years, made the offer to open the 
pool, maintain it daily and keep the 
facility staffed with two life guards if the 
city would furnish the approximately 
$200 worth of chlorine needed to clea 

the water. ; 


Smith recommended accepting the 
offer as the cheapest way for the city, 
but said he would do it any way the 
council chose. No action was taken after 
the problem of libel insurance remained 
unanswered. English told Smith to 
work out the details with Powell and the 
council would make a decision at the 
April 6th meeting.

the present administration, It showed 
actual revenue $80,000 above budget, 
but this figure is misleading as business 
licenses and property taxes for the 
entire year are already in. Sales tax and 
gasoline taxes dropped as did building 
permits and tobacco tax. 

Police fines were higher than 
anticipated as was rent on the airport 
hangars, revenue sharing, cable TV 
franchise and Elba share of TVA profits.

Expenses were $56,000 below bud- 
get, with capital expenditures (equip- 
ment and property purchase) and debt 
retirement making most of the figure. 
English told councilmen that the debt 
retirement figure was lower than 
anticipated because the city hasn't yet 
started repaying the hospital con- 
struction money. 


Formal action on abolishing the city 
court was postponed until more council- 
men were present and voting.

Local officials will begin enforcing 
Elba’s new dog leash law on April 1, 
and according to Mayor Bob English, 
that isn’t soon enough for many 

ple. 

**Most everybody is on the coun- 
cil’s back as to when we are going to 
enforce it, The majority of the 
response to this ordinance has becn in 
favor of it,’’ said English. 

“I hope it stays that way, but I’m 

afraid when we start ane it pee 
icking up people's , it may bea 
cone of “4 different patty he added. 

Under the new law, dogs older 
than three months will not be able to 
run loose within the police jurisdic- 
tion. If pets are not kept inside a 
house, they must be confined within a 
fence or pen, or restrained by a leash, 
cord, or chain. Even dogs found loose 
on the private property of their owners 
can be impounded. 

The law was passed in an effort to 
curb the problem of stray dogs 
overturning garbage cans and be- 
coming a nuisance to local citizens. It 
was adopted by the city council in 
November, but the members delayed 
enforcing it to give owners ample time 
to provide for their pets. Loose dogs 
also create problems for joggers and 
bike riders.

Persons restraining their dogs with 
a leash, cord, or chain should make 


sure it is not less than 10 feet long and 


secured to a collar with swivel 
connections. The leash needs to be 
long enough so the dog can move 
freely, but not so long that it can enter 


‘a neighbor's yard. 


When dogs are taken off the 
they must be 


secured to a collar. However, the law 
forbids any dogs from being housed or 
restrained in an inhumane manner. 

Frank Fowler has been hired to 
work through the police department as 
the new animal! contro! officer and will 
be responsible for enforcing the leash 
law. Fowler and his assistants are 
authorized to catch and impound any 
dog they discover running at large. 

After receiving a written complaint 
they can also enter private property to 
capture a dog which has bitten 
someone. The animal! will be turned 
over to a local veterinarian for 10 days 
of observation. Under the new law, a 
person who fails to deliver a dog that 
has bitten someone to the animal 
control officer is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, 

Once a dog is impounded, the 
owner can reclaim it by paying a $5 fee 
plus $2 for each day it was kept at the 


dog pound, Any animals not reclaimed 
in seven days will be sold. Fowler is 
authorized to post a 48-hour notice at 
city hali advertising the sale of the 
animal. Dogs will be sold for less than 
35, but they must be innoculated at 
the buyer’s expense before bein 
released from the pound. If the dog 
not sold, it will be destroyed. : 


A person who repeatedly allows his 

dog torun ioose.or-intentionally-does - 
not restrain it will be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and can be fined from 
$10 to $100 and may be sentenced to 
jail or hard labor for a period not 
exceeding six months or both. 

The leash law also includes a 
provision concerning the constant 
barking and howling of dogs. An 
owner who allows his dog to annoy the 
neighborhood with non-ending howl- 
ing will also be in violation of the law, 

The local law also declares it illegal 
for a person to own or keep a dog that 
is not innoculated annually for rabies. 
This provision is also covered by state 
law. Inoculations tags should be 
clearly displayed on the dog’s collar. 


In addition to reducing the number 
of stray animals which now roam 
through town, city officials said the 
new law will be helpful in controlling 
rabies and other diseases carried by 
dogs. 


Mayes found 
guilty of rape 


Otto Mayes was found guilty of rape 
by a Coffee County jury yesterday in 
Enterprise. The 33-year-old defendant 
will be sentenced April 6. 

Assistant District Attorney Kenneth 
Hooks said he expects Mayes to be 
listed as an habitual offender which 
could result in his being sentenced to 
life in prison without parole. 

In another rape case tried in 
Enterprise this week, Johnny Frank 
Flowers. .was *found innocent by an 
all-female jury of raping an Enterprise 
mother and her 13-year-old daughter. 

Mayes, who escaped from the 
county jail in Elba last week, was 
transferred to the Geneva County jail 
Wednesday afternoon where he awaits 
trial on charges of grand larceny. He is 
also scheduled to be tried in Henry 
County and Donaldsongille, GA for 
rape, and in Pensacola, FL for auto 
theft. 

The rape victim testified that Mayes 
entered her home through a kitchen 
window. She said the attacker was 
wearing a stocking on his face and socks 
on his hands when the _ incident 
occurred. Mayes was arrested last 
December in Columbus, GA and 
returned to Coffee County. 

Flowers, a 20-year-old black man, 
was accused of breaking into the home 
of a 33-year-old black woman, beating, 
raping, and sodomizing her, and then 
attempted to rape her teenage 
daughter.

The shopping options for Elba citizens are continuing to 
increase as the first store in the long-discussed new shopping 
center stages its grand opening this weekend. Harco Drugs is 
announcing in a full page ad this week that they will have 
their ribbon-cutting ceremony Sunday afternoon at 2:00 p.m. 
We are told by company officials that they will have a number 
of big wigs on hand for the event... . . that is local folks and 
company headquarters folks. The other stores in the center 
are planning openings in the near future. 


Humana received offical OK to do some expansion work at 
Coffee General Hospital after some delay due to charges by 
Representative Jimmy Holley and Senator Wallace Miller 
that the company was overcharging for many of their 
services, and was “insensitive to the needs of the people."’ 
Officiais of the hospital have denied any wrongdoing and 
recently hired an Enterprise man to serve in a newly-created 
position of Public Relations. Even with this apparent success, 
the firm has suffered one major setback when Holley and 
Miller testified before the Board of Directors of a Birmingham 
hospital and that group turned down an offer from Humana to 
buy the facility in Birmingham. 


We would be insulting your intelligence if we didn’t admit we 
are excited to see new businesses coming to Elba. We see 
additional advertising and that means more dollars for us to 
use paying our ever increasing bills. However, we also have 
some mixed emotions when we see the Elba business 
community going the way of so many others in this nation. 
For the entire history of Elba it has been mostly Elba folks 
buying from their friend and/or neighbor who had opened a 
small business and was trying to make a living. More and 
more these smail ‘Mom & Pop”’ stores have disappeared and 
been replaced by the big chain that operates with precision 
efficiency and figures costs down to the fraction of a cent. 
Elba is no exception. We don’t argue with the professional 
management; it makes things better for all of us. We do have 
certain pangs in the pit of the stomach when we think this 
community may soon lose some of the small-town uniqueness 
that makes it so special to those of us who live here. We are 
going to have to work at preserving this atmosphere.

The Editor: 


I would like to bring to 
the attention of the readers 
Alabama House Bill 597, the 
Long-Term-Care Ombuds- 
man Act. This bill has 
received almost no coverage 
so far in the press, yet it 
would greatly benefit thou- 
sands of persons who reside 
in our state's nursing homes 
and boarding homes. 

An ombudsman is a per- 
son who takes complaints 
from citizens and attempts to 
resolve the problems infor- 
mally. Under current law, 
many nursing home resi- 
dents and their families find 
that even minor problems 
cannot be remedied without 
calling state licensing inspec- 
tors or filing a lawsuit. This 


only results in headac’ses and” 


expense for everyone con- 
cerned -- the resident, the, 
home, and we taxpayers, 
who now pay 80 percent of 
the nursing home bills in this 
State. 

The state already has an 
ombudsman, but she does 
not have the authority under 
current law to go to the home 
to check out first-hand the 
specific complaints she re- 
ceives. House Bill 597 would 
giver her that authority. 

The bill does not require 
any new appropriation of 
State or federal tax money. 
The bill contains no new 
regulations or guidelines that 
long-term-care facilities must 
meet. House Bill 597 would 
simply allow the ombudsman 
to do the job she is already 
being paid to do, 

I strongly urge the con- 
cerned citizens of this area 
interested in the well-being 
of senior citizens and other 
residents of nursing homes 
and boarding homes to sup- 
port House Bill 597 by 
contacting the local legisla- 
tive delegation: Sens.

As we continue our 
thoughts on health jet us now 
consider our thoughts on 
health, let us now consider 
God's health program as told 
by Solomon to his son 


Live Out Godly Teaching 

Solomon did not make 
lists of detailed steps for 
good health to guide his son, 
but he spoke of broad, 
comprehensive principles. 
He said that living out godly 
teachings will all ‘length of 
days and years of life’ 
(Proverbs 3:2). God's way of 
doing things will add peace 
to a person. Peace is the 
opposite of dis-ease. When 
your mind is at peace, your 
body will be at ease. 

Solomon told his son to 
practice kindness, truth (3:3) 
trust (v5), and humility (v7). 
Then he added that these 
“will be healing to your 
body, and refreshment to 
your bones’’(v8). A godly life 
will allow your sleep to be 
sweet (v24), Good conduct is 
God's Sominex for all of us. 
Be good and sleep peaceful, 
Sleep-Sleep-Sleep. 

Solomon went so far as to 
say that godly teaching gives 
health and vigor to the whole 
body (4:22, 13:14). Years 
later, Paul echoed the same 
idea when he wrote to young 
Timothy. Paul, an aged man, 
wanted his young protege to 
enjoy a long life, so did he 
tell him to jog two miles a 
day and take plenty of 
vitamins? No, not quite. His 
advice was, ‘Discipline your- 
self for the purpose of 
Godliness; for bodily disci- 
pline is only of little profit, 
but Godliness is profitable 
for all things, since it holds 
promise for the present life

and also for the life to come” 
(1 Timothy 4:7-8). 


Watch Your Speech 
Your talk can affect your 
stomach, said Solomon (Pro. 


18:20). We cannot speak 
angrily, excitedly, or an- 
xiously without certain 


glands releasing juices into 
our stomach. Haven't you 
ever felt sick at your stomach 
after you spouted off in anger 
and said things you knew you 
should not have? If your 
mouth is diseased, your 
stomach will be thrown off 
balance. 

Even doctors today tell 
us that many of our stomach 
troubles--ulcers, cancer, up- 
Set--are triggered and agi- 
tatedby our unhealthy 
speech, To allow ‘‘sick’’ talk 
to come out of our mouths is 
like dumping garbage into 
our stomachs. Instead of 
picking up the Alka Seltzer or 
Milk of Magnesia to get 
relief, perhaps we need to 
consider altering our speech 
habits. Guarding your words 
can help preserve your life 
(13:3). 

James warned that when 7 
the tongue has been touched 
by Hell, it can defile the 
whole body and set it on fire 
during the course of life 
(James 3:6). The medicine 
from the pharmacy may treat 
the symptoms, but the pre- 
ventive program of God 
treats the source of the 
problem. 

Beginning to feel better? 
I hope so, Try putting into 
practice some of these things 
and experiencing a mar- 
velous change in your life. 
Lord willing I'll be back next 
week to continue our godly 
health plan.

TUESDAY, is the last of the 
several days of fun and 
festival which are celebrated 
in Catholic communities just 
before Lent begins.

In America the festival of 
the Mardi Gras is best known 
in New Orleans, where it was 
introduced about 1857.

It is a 
French phrase which refers 
to the fat ox which used to be 
paraded through the streets 
of the festival town.

A major problem that will 
probably face future genera- 
tions in America is feeding 
the population. The Rebel 
News staff took an opinion 
survey at Zion Chapel to see 
how some of our students 
and faculty felt about the 
small farmer and what his 
role would be in the future 
history of the United States. 

The question we asked 
was ‘‘What is the role of the 
small farmer in the future 
history of the United 
States? Following are the 
answers we received. 


Mr. Harold Stewart: ‘‘It 
seems as though the small 
farmer has fallen by the 
wayside as farming becomes 
more and more specialized. 
With the latest developments 
in high interest rates and 
exorbitant land prices, this 
could cause a turnaround 
from some of the large 
operations. If so, it could 
lead to a return of some small 
farming on a part-time basis. 
If the economy does a 
turnaround, we could see a 
return of the small farmer as 
the large ones are pushed out 
by bankruptcy and so on. If 
so, the survival of the United 
States could depend on small 
farming once again, as it did 
in the past. But, if things 
continue as they have in the 
past few years, it looks as if 
the small farmer will not 
have much influence on the 
future of the U.S. There will 
still be enough small farming 
to help overall offset the 
trade deficit of the U.S. with 
foreign coyntries. Agricul- 
ture in general is the only

For the second year in a 
row, the Zion Chapel FFA 
Land Judging team has won 
the county title. 

Team members Mark

From looking at the soil in 
the hole, as well as the 
surrounding land, the stu- 
dents found the slope, the 
drainage and the permeabil- 
ity of the soil, among other 
factors. All the factors were 
used to determine the class 
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chance they U.S. has to

Mr. Randal Myers: ‘‘The 
American farmer has _tra- 
ditionally been the backbone 
of America’s welfare. Crops 
produced here in the U.S. 
have almost always been 
sufficient to meet our needs 
at home and abroad. We 
have noticed, however, that 
in the past several years the 
number of farmers has drop- 
ped steadily. This has 
occurred for several reasons. 
Fuel prices, an extreme 
increase in loan interests, the 
availability of money, infla- 
tion and big business are 
among the main causes. The 
small farms seem to be 
particularly struggling. As 
in the oil business, the large 


operators can force the small 
ones out of business through 
various techniques. Natur- 
ally, products produced in 
large quantities can be sold 
for less profit per ton; we all 
know that bulk prices are 
always less. This puts a 
particular burden on the 
small operator who needs to 
realize enough profit to sup- 


port his family and his 
business improvements. 
Thus, almost always, the 


small farmer's prices can be 
undercut by the larger ones. 

It is also common -know- 
ledge that the more hands a 
product passes through be- 
fore it reaches the consumer 
the more it costs. The farmer 
doesn’t get the proper pro- 
portion of the final cost on 
food items. Most of the 


profit goes to the packaging 
companies, shipping lines 
and retailers. 

A relatively simple solu- 
tion, in my opinion, would be 
for small farm operators to 
establish more ‘farmer's 


markets’ and become in- 
volved in more old time 
*peddlin’.’ This would allow 


him to receive a better return 
on his investments while still 
undercutting the retail prices 
of foods found in grocery 
stores. 

As the old adage goes, 
‘Necessity is the mother of 
invention.’ The small farm 
operator is facing a time 
when his ingenuity will have 
to provide for his future or be 
forced out of business.’’

“Women should be make 
aware of the two-step proce- 
dure in breast cancer detec- 
tionand treatment and 
should discuss treatment op- 
tions with their physicians 
prior to surgical biopsy,"’ 
according to the Aiabama 
Cancer Information Service. 

The CIS offers informa- 
tion on the latest cancer 
developments, as approved 
by a committee of medical 
specialists. 

Lorraine Graves, director 
of the non-profit statewide 
telephone service, said that 
in the past a _ frequent 
operation combined in one 
operation combined both the 
biopsy and, if cancer was 
present, the removal of the 
malignant breast tissue in 
one surgical procedure. 

“The two-step procedure 
involves two separate opera- 
tions,’ she said. ‘'The first is 
for biopsy of a suspected 
cancerous lump. The patient 
then wakes up to discuss the 
outcome of the biopsy with 
her doctor and then decides 
onthe second type of 
surgery."’ 

She said that the two-step 
method offers a woman the 
opportunity to prepare psy- 
chologically for the loss of a 


breast, and it facilitates 
breast reconstruction. 

“Today’s surgeons can 
graft the breast nipple to 
other parts of the body for 
eventual return to the re- 
constructed breast. This is a 
remarkable advancement but 
it must be planned prior to 
surgical removal of the 
beast tissue,"’ she said.

the restraint of the dog by a 
leash, cord or chain not less 
than 10 feet in length and 
secured to a collar, with 
swivel connections, in such a 
manner as to effectively 
prevent the escape of the 
dog; provided, however, that 
the length of the leash, cord 
or chain shall be reduced to 
such length as to prevent the 
dog, when so secured, from 
entering premises other than 
that of the owner; (3) when 
the dog is in a public place 
and off the premises of the 
owner by the restraint of the 
dog by a leash, cord or chain 
not more than 6 feet in length 
and secured to a collar, with 
swivel connections, in such a 
manner as to effectively 
prevent the escape of the 
dog. It is provided further 
that no dog shall be re- 
strained in an inhumane 
manner. 

“(b) ‘Dog.’ Such term 
includes and means all mem- 
bers of the canine family 
three months or more of age, 
including pet foxes, wolves 
and other such members of 
the canine family. 

“(c) ‘Chief Animal Con- 
trol Officer.’ Chief Animal 
Control Officer shall mean 
the person designated by the 
City Council who shalj, be 
primarily responsible for the 
enforcement of this article. 

““(d) ‘Owner.’ Any per- 
son owning, keeping, posses- 
sing, harboring or maintain- 
ing a dog within the city or 
within the police jurisdiction 
of the city. 


SECTION 2 


“(a) The City Council 
shall appoint a Chief Animal 
Control Officer and such 
deputies and assistants as 
may be necessary, who shall 
be employees of the City, 
subject to the provisions of 
Act 2280, Acts of Alabama, 
1971. Such Chief Animal 
Control Officer, deputies and 
assistants, shall be paid such 
salaries as the City Council 
shall set. The expenses of 
the Chief Animal Officer, his 
deputies and assistants, 
together with their salaries, 
shall be paid from the 
general fund of the city. It 
shall be the duty of the Chief 
Animal Control Officer to 
enforce the provisions of this 
article; to catch and impound 
any dog running at large 
‘within the city and within the 
police jurisdiction of the city; 
to attempt to rid the city of 
stray, homeless, unclaimed 
and diseased dogs; to 
cooperate with the humane 
officer and the county rabies 
inspector; and to perform 
such other duties as may be 
prescribed by the City 
Council. . 

“(b) The Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and members 
of the police department, 
shall have the right, for the 
protection of the public 
health, welfare and safety, to 
enter upon any property 
within the city or police 
jurisdiction for the purpose 
of capturing and impounding 
any dog found running at 
iarge. The Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and members 
of the police department, 
upon verified written com- 
plaint that a dog has bitten a 
human being, shall have the 
further right, for the protec- 
tion of the public health, 
welfare and safety, to enter 
upon any property within the 
city or its police jurisdiction 
for the purpose of capturing 
and confining the dog, under 
the direct care, custody, 
control and supervision of a 
licensed veterinarian, for a 
period of ten days, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of 
Title 22, Section 114, Code of 
Alabama, 1940, as amended. 
It shall be unlawful and 
punishable as a misdemean- 
or for any person who is the 
owner or custodian of a dog 
which has bitten a human 
being to fail to promptly turn 
over or deliver such dog to 
the Chief Animal Control 
Officer, his deputies or 
assistants, or members of the 
police department upon de- 
mand of one of such persons. 
Any expense incurred in ¢he 
handling of any dog, under 
the provisions of this subsec- 
tion, shall be borne by the 
owner or custodian of such 
dog. 


SECTION 3. 

“It shall be unlawful for 
any person to own, possess, 
keep, maintain or harbor a 
dog within the city or its 
police jurisdiction without 
having such dog inoculated 
annually for rabies, as re- 
quired by Title 22, Section 
107, of the Code of Alabama, 


1940, as amended.”’ 


SECTION 4, 

“(a) ‘Confinement of 
dogs on private premises.’ It 
shall be unlawful and punish- 
able as a misdemeanor for 
any person owning, keeping, 
possessiong, ha ing, or 
maintaining a dog to cause, 
permit or allow such dog to 
be at large on or about any 
place, lot or premises of 
same within the city or within 
the police jurisdiction of the 
city. All dogs within the city 
and police jurisdiction of the 
city shall be kept: 

“(1) confined within a 
fence, wall or other enclosure 
in such a manner as to 
effectively prevent the es- 
cape of such dog, or (2) 
restrained by a leash, cord or 
chain of not less than 10 feet 
in length and secured to a 
collar, with swivel connec- 
tions, in such a manner as to 
effectively prevent the 
escape of the dog; provided, 
however, that the length of 
the leash, cord or chain shall 
be reduced to such length as 
to prevent the dog, when so 
secured, from entering pre- 
mises other than that of the 
owner. 

““(b) ‘Restraint of Dogs 
in Public Places and Off 
Premises.’ It shall be 
unlawful and punishable as a 
misdemeanor for any person 
owning, keeping, posses- 
sing, harboring or maintain- 
ing a dog to cause, allow or 
permit such dog to run or be 
at large upon any street, 
alley, thoroughfare, sidewaik 
or public place in the city or 
in the police jurisdiction of 
the city unless such dog is 
attached to a leash, cord or 
chain of not more than 6 feet 
in length and secured to a 
collar, with swivel connec- 
tions, in such manner as to 
effectively prevent the es- 
cape of the dog, and with the 
leash, cord or chain being in 
the hands of the owner or 
other person in charge of 
such dog.” 

“(c) ‘Keeping barking, 
howling, etc...dogs.’ 

It shall be unlawful for 
the owner of any dog to 
suffer or permit on his lot or 
premises the loud and fre- 
quent or continued barking, 
howling or yelping of said 
dog, so as to annoy or disturb 
the neighbors. 


SECTION 5. ‘Impound- 
ment of dogs found at large; 
redemption procedure; dis- 
position of unredeemed 
dogs. 

“Any dog which is found 
at large on any street, 
sidewalk, alley, thorough- 
fare or other place in the city 
and the police jurisdiction of 
the city shall be caught anc 
taken by the Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and impound- 
ed in the city pound. Any 
such dog so impounded may 
be retaken or redeemed from 
the pound by the owner, or 
his duly authorized repre- 
sentative, within seven days 
from impoundment thereof, 
or at any time thereafter 
before sale or destruction 
thereof, by paying the Police 
Chief or his representative a 
fee of $5.00 which he shail 
remit to the City of Elba plus 
the cost of keeping such dog 
in the pound at the rate of 
$2.00 per day which he shall 
remit to the City of Elba. 
Every such dog which has 
remained in a pound for 
seven days and which has not 
been redeemed or retaken by 
the owner, or his duly 
authorized _representative, 
within such time shall be sold 
by the poundmaster after 
having first given forty-eight 
hours written notice of the 
time of sale, with a descrip- 
tion of the dog to be sold, by 
posting such notice upon a 
bulletin board at the City 
Hall, which place of posting 
is hereby declared to be and 
is made and constituted a 
public place,open to the pub- 
lic;provided, that no such 
dog shall be sold at a price of 
less than $5.00 which shall 
be remitted to the City of 
Elba, plus the cost of keeping 
such dog at the rate herein- 
above. prescribed, No such 
dog shall be released from a 
pound, either to the owner or 
his duly authorized repre- 
sentative, or to a purchaser, 
unless and until such dog has 
been inoculated, as prescrib- 
ed by law and a certificate 
and tag, as likewise pre- 
scribed, shall have been 
issued therefor. Dogs not 
redeemed or purchased, as- 
herein provided, shall be 
destroyed by the poundmas- 
ter in a humane manner 
without delay.”’ 


SECTION 6. Impounding 
of dogs upon premises of 
other than owner. 

“‘Any dog, whether wear- 
ing an inoculation tag or not, 
which is found upon the 
premises of a person other 
than the owner or keeper 
thereof, shall, at the request 
of the owner, or his duly 
authorized representative, of 
such premises, be impound- 
ed by the Chief Anima} 
Control Officer, his deputies 


and assistants, or the 
humane officer, as provided 
in this article. Such dog may 
be redeemed upon the pay- 
ment of the fee set out in 
Section S hereof. If such dog 
is not redeemed, the same 
shall be subject to disposition 


as provided for in Section 5.’ 
SECTION 7. Penalties- 
Fines. 


A violation of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance 
by any person shall consti- 
tute a misdemeanor. Any 
person who shall violate any 
of the Provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be fined not 
less than Ten and No/100 
($10.00) Dollars, nor more 
than One Hundred and 
No/100 Dollars ($100.00), 
and may be imprisoned or 
sentenced to jail or hard 
labor for a period not exceed- 
ing (6) months, or both, at 
the discretion of the District 
Judge. 


SECTION 8. Repeal of 
Conflicting Ordinances. 

All former ordinances or 
parts thereof conflicting or 
inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 9. Validity. 

The invalidity of any 
section, clause, sentence or 
provisions of this ordinance, 
shall not effect the validity of 
any other part of this ordi- 
nance which can be given 
effect without such invalid 
part or parts. 


SECTION 10. Effective 
Date. 

This ordinance shall be- 
come effective immediately 
upon publication after 
adoption by the City Council.

You 
can’t watch your children 
either, and especially neigh- 
bors’ children who come 
around your farm buildings. 
Get rid of these containers. 


Look on them as you would 
look on a coiled rattlesnake 
around your farm buildings. 


2. If you haven't applied 
for your pesticide permit yet, 
be sure to do this. It is illegal 
for an agri-business dealer 
inthis county to sell a re- 
Stricted material to you un- 
less you have a permit. 


If you do not have one, or 
if yours needs renewing, you 
certainly should come by the 
County Extension Office in 
New Brockton between 8 - 
4:30 to get instructions on 
using the materials and your 
permit application. 


system is constructed by 
building up larger terraces 
than normal and using corri 
gated plastic pipe to drain 
water stored behind the 
terraces This system 
eliminates the need for a 
grassed waterway. The main 
problem is that a tile outlet 
system is not suitable for 
every situation where a 
grassed waterway might 
work. The more pronounced 
or the deeper the valley oz 
draw, the greater the cost 
and the higher the terraces 
have to be. 

After construction, Boyd 
said, ‘‘lam very pleased with 
the tile outlet system and feel 
like it will work well with our 
existing row pattern. The 
tile outlet terraces will help 
me hold the soil in my field 
and within a few years, 
sediment will help to fill up 
the natural draw.’’ Some soil 
loss is expected when culti- 
vating cropland; however, 
the tile outlet system cap- 
tures this silt and beneficially 
uses it to fill up the depres- 
sion in the field, which not 
only helps the landowner, 
but keeps the streams below 
much cleaner, 

Tile outlet terraces can 
usually be used to provide 
better row patterns and can 
eliminate most of the short- 
rows because the terraces 
are parailel. They do require 
more of the soil for construc- 
tion because of the additional 
height. In some cases the 
terrace should be grassed for 
several hundred feet which 
will reduce the cost and 
amount of soil required for 
construction.
